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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-15, 24-25, and 30 have been canceled, claims 16, 22-23, and 28 have been 
currently amended, and claims 17-21, 26-27, and 29 remain as previously presented in the claim 
listing of the submission filed on 2/23/05, which has now been entered for allowance. 

All previous outstanding objections and rejections are now withdrawn in view of (1) 
Applicants' entered amendments and accompanying remarks filed on 2/23/05 and (2) the 
following examiner's amendment authorized by the Attorney of record, Carl Schaukowitch, in a 
telephone interview on 4/7/05, as he requested. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
